with Green Mountain. It is practically thorough-bred or pure-bred. It has all the parent's good qualities and in general 
appearance is the same, except it is a trifle whiter in color and the skin is more netted. It grows round to oblong, somewhat 
flattened ; eyes shallow. The sprouts in spring are white and stubby and do not grow very long. Soon after the stalks appear above 
the surface they branch very much, the broad, dark green leaves lying close to and completely covering the ground, which will kill 
weeds and grass and have a tendency to hold moisture. It will make a vigorous, rapid growth, set a large number in the hill and 
mature to the best marketable size a few days earlier than its parent. Blossom is white, with yellow center stalks. Cooking quality 
excellent, The past season on our trial grounds it gave a yield at the rate of 640 bushels per acre.
